Prosecution Well Satisfied 
With Their Case. 



Chicaiio, Nov. 14.— The prosecutors 
in the Cronin case are well satisfied with 
case they have made out against the 
aspects, aud have no fear of the out- 
come.

A court martial assembled aboard H. 
M. S. Swiftsure at 10 o'clock yesterday 
morning to try Cupt. E. Cray Hulton 
and Navigating Lieut. Barrett, in re 
spect to the accident to H. M. S. 
Amphion on Nov. Oth. 

The court was composed of Captain 
St. Clair (president), Captains Ham 
mutt, Pollard, Annesley and Sampson. 

The president objected to Lt. War- 
render acting as a witness and also as a 
friend of the prisoner. 

Cupt. Hulton withdrew him accord- 
ingly as a witness anil accepted him as 
a friend, subject to his being called by 
the court if required. 

A report was received by the court 
from Capt. Hulton and Lt. Barrett set- 
ting forth all circumstances of the Am- 
phion accident and tending to show 
that all precautious to ensure safety had 
been taken. 

Lt. Chads was the first witness called. 
He deposed that he was officer of the 
morning watch on board the Amphion 
on the Oth of November, He did not 
take any cross bearings himself during 
the forenoon. The last position marked 
ou the chart before the ship struck was 
Discovery Light. At 11:10 it was 
marked and the course was altered. 
The ship was steered on a steady course 
after that N20W, by Thompson's com- 
pass. 

It was at that time clear enough to 
sec Home miles around, Tho fog again 
bquanie much thicker at 1 1 :80, and was 
very douse at 11:40. The Amphion ran 
into a hank of fog. Did not see any 
bearings taken before the ship ran into 
the fog bank. 

Q— What land was visible before you 
ran into the fog ? 

A — Discovery Island and Chatham 
Island were in sight on the port side ; 
San . I nan Island was in sight on the 
starboard side. I also saw the beacon 
on Ifaro rock. 

Qr— Could you .see the white pass at 
Pile point ? 

A— I did not notice it particularly. 

Q— After shaping course did you 
yourself frequently observe the com- 
pass, and if SO, are you satisfied the 
ship was kept steadily on her course? 

4 — Once or twice I observed the com- 
pass; I am satisfied the ship was kept 
steadily on her course. 

Q— The last position placed on the 
jhart was at 11:10. Was it never clear 
mough afterward until the ship struck 
to place the ship by bearings'; 

A— Up to 11:30 it was clear enough, 
not afterwards. 

Q — Did you take any bearing your- 
self after 11:10. Roughly? 

A-No. 

0— Do you know any reason why the 
ship's position was not placed on the 
'iart before running into the thick fog 
at 1 1 : .S0 ? 

A — We were running distance by 
time, and up to then I know no reason 
why it should not have been marked. 

Q — Do not you think that a cross 
hearing was more accurate than running 
by time when tide and currents in the 
ocality are known to be uncertain ? 

A — Yes. But in this case without 
ictitally taking cross bearings we could 
judge that we were running correctly. 
Q— By what ? 

A— By the clear view wo had of the 
land. 

Q— To the best of your belief was 
the bearing taken at 1 1:10, the cross 
bearing, or only a bearing taken and 
the distance judged ? 
A— A cross bearing. 
Q — When you saw the buoy on Haro 
Rock how far by eye did you judge 
yourself off it ? 

A — About three miles. 
Q — How were you then steering. N. 
20 W? 
A — Yes. 

Q — Just before you found you were 
running into the fog at 11.30, do you 
think there would have been time to 
have taken accurate cross-bearings ? Or 
would it have been difficult to cut the 
sharp points out ? 

A — I don't think it would have been 
possible to take accurate cross-bearings, 
as we run into the fog too iiuickly. 

Q — Was the ship being steered by 
steam or hand ? 
A— Steam. 

Q-- Who wus steering? What was 
his rating? 

A— Henry Bell, able seaman; Richard 
Ball, quartermaster. 

Q — What was the course by Standard 
compass V 

A— N. by W. h W. 
0— Was tho N. 'JO W by Thompson 
obtained by comparison with the Stand- 
ard ? 

A — Yes, the ship is always steered 
by the Standard, and steered by the 

Thompson on that degree. 

Q— - Were heavy fog banks visible to 
the north ward and eastward at 11.10? 

A— It was clear for so many miles 
that 1 don't, remember noticing. 

Q — As it was clear for so many miles 
did you select any marks in the land to 
assist you in regard to the direction the 
ship was moving over the ground ? 

A— No. 

Q— Do you not consider that it. would 
materially have assisted you in regard 
to the direction tho ship was moving if 
you had selected either marks oil the 
land or observed the relative positions 
of the extremities of the laud to one an 
other ? 

\ — The pivot of the ship is nearly 
der the lire bridge, and 1 should have 
I iced at once if she had been going 
about without actually selecting a point 
steer from. 

Q--IIow would you have noticed it if 
you had taken no observations of the 
relative positions of the land? 

A — By keeping a lookout I should 
have seen the head going. 

Q Between 11:10 and 1 1 :.'!() was the 
land distinct on the stern or on thu port 
sido ? 

A -Yes. Both. 

Q — Was it distinct enough to select 
marks or points to assist, you in deter 
mining tho direction the ship was mov 
ing over the ground ? 

A — Any one on the poop could have 
done so easily. But the view from for- 
ward is very much obstructed. 

Q — Did you take any steps to ascer- 
tain whether the direction of tho ship 
moving over thu ground was being 
checked between 11:10 and 1 1 :'.M by any- 
one by means of marks or relative posi 
tions of land ? 

A — 1 did not take any stops to see it 
done, but 1 believe the navigating lieu- 
tenant was satisfied that we were steer- 
ing correctly. 

Q — Did thu navigating lieutenant 
make any remarks to you in regard to 
the direction in which the Bnip was 
being set ? 

A— Not that I remember. 
— Did anybody niako'any s.ich re 
marks, or did you enquire? 

A— 1 knew wo had tho tide with us, 
and was acquainted with the direction 
according to the chart. 

(J— How long did you seo tho fog 
bank ahead before running into it ? . 



A — Somo minutes before, but I did 
not judge it to bo so thick as it was. 

Q— Was Kellett Bluff visible about 
1 1 :30, before the fog came on ? 

A— No. 

Q — Wore you on the bridge the whole 
time from 11:10 till the ship struck ? 

A — Yes, on the fire bridge. 

Q— Was the navigating officer on the 
bridge tho whole time ? 

A— No. He went down occasionally 
to make reports to the captain, who 
was in the port foremost sponson gun- 
port. 

Q — Were the captain and navigating 
and officer on deck or on the bridge at 
11:30? 

A— The navigating officer was on tho 
bridge, the captain was in the sponson 
gunport. 

Q.— Did you inform the captain that 
you were running into a fog bank ? 
A — No. 

Q— Was there any reason why you 
did not ? 

A— The oaptain was on dock himself 
and when at 1 1 :20 Mr. Barrett had al- 
tered the indicator to 00 revolutions ho 
went to report it. to the captain. 
Q — Were the leads kept going ? 
A— Continuously. 

Q— Wus Thompson's patent lead used 
at all ? 

A — Not then. 

0— Had it been used at all from 11:10 
till the time the ship struck ? 
A — I think not. 

Q — Do not you think from the sound- 
ing ou the chart that it would have 
helped to verify tho position of the 
ship? 
A— No. 

Q— Did you from Hi 10 till tho time 
the ship struck observe any swirl or 
eddies on the water? 
A— No. 

Q— Was the chart so that you could 

soe it? 

A — Yea; I saw the markings on the 
hart. 

Q— Were you told by tho navigating 
officer how far to course ship to take 
you clear of Kcllett's Bluff? 

A — The course was to make Kellett's 
Bluff. 

Q — Did you know how many miles 
you had to run to make Kellett's Bluff? 
A— Yes. 

Q — What number of revolutions wero 
you going at 11:10? 
A — Full speed. 

Q — What speed wero you making? 
A — I should judge then about 15 
knots or a little less. 
Q — How often was the log hove? 
A — Not at all. The patent log was . 
put over. 

Q — What orders wero the engine- 
room department working under in re- 
gard to speed ? 

A— The usual order, that when the 
telegraph shows half speed to be very 
careful to observe the indicator. 

Q--At that time the indicator was 
at full speed; no particular revolutions 
being ordered ? 

A — At that time the telegraph was at 
half-speed, and the indicator showed 90 
revolutions. A message wus sent, I 
believe, to the chief engineer that he 
might work up, but the telegraphs were 
specially left at half-speed, so that if 
necessary we could use the indicator 
und, by using it, it would be a direct 
order to the engine-room. 

Q — Was tho patent log hauled in 
previous to the ship striking ? 
A— No. 

Q — In what way did you estimate the 
distance run ? 

A — By previous knowledge of what 
speed is produced by revolution. 

Q — How did you ascertain what 
revolutions were being made ? 

A — A reply to a message from the 
captain reported the engines were going 
84 revolutions but in a few minutes 
would be running at !K). This was just 
after 11.10. 

Q— Were 90 revolutions reached be- 
fore speed was slackened at 11.30. 
A — They were. 

Q — What means did you take to 
guage the distance run in the bearing 
revolution ? 
A — I calculated it. 

Q — What would be the difference in 
speed between 84 and 90 revolutions. 
A — About one knot. 
Q — From your knowledge does your 
speed correspond with the table of revo- 
lutions given to the squadron? 
A — Yes. 

Q— When the speed indicator was 
altered to sixty revolutions was it 
answered from the engine room? 
A — I dont know. 
Q — Who altered the indicator? 
A — Mr. Barrett. 

Q — Did you not, as officer of the 
watch, sutisfy yourself that the order 
was understood and acted on? 

A — I had no reason to believe it had 
not been acted on. At the time the al- 
teration was made I was on the lower 
bridge. Lt. Barrett told me ho had 
made the alteration. I went to the in- 
dicator then and saw that the altera- 
tion had been made. 

Q — What signal is usually made from 
the engine room in reply to an altera- 
tion of the indicator? 
A — Two short rings. 
Q— Did you hear any rings? 
A— No. 

Q— Would you not from the fire 
bridge ? 

A — Not necessarily. 
Q— When the Lloyd's indicator was 
altered to 30 revolutions at 1 1 :40 did 
you hear the answer from the engine 
room ? 
A— No. 

Q — Where wero you then ? 
A — On the lower bridge. 
Q — How long after reading to 30 rev- 
olutions was it before the engines were 
reversed ? 

A — About five minutes. 
Q — During that time did the speed of 
the ship appear to slacken ? 
A— Yes. 

Q — How do you account for this 
since the speed was not altered in tho 
interval ? 

A — The vibration seemed to bo less, 
and I did not notico anything that 
would lead me to suppose the order had 
been disregarded. 

Q — The speed for 90 revolutions being 
fifteen knots, and for 30 revolutions five 
knots, how do you account for the high 
speed not being noticed? 

A— Just after the indicator had beep . 
altered to 30 revolutions I remarked to' 
Lt. Barrett that I did not suppose they 
could come down at onco so low, but" 
would iu a minute or so. I further ac-. 
count for not noticing the speed to the 
way the ship had on. 

Q —Is it customary for the navigating" 
lieutenant to alter revolutions in the 
absence of the captain without reference 
to the officer of the watch? 

A — In a similar case, yes, acquainting 
the officer of tho watch with what he is 
doing. 

Q— Can you see the revolution dial 
over the engine from where you keep 
watch? 
A— No. 

Q— You wore judging of the position 
of the ship to a certain extent by time. 
Do you think that judgment at all ac- 
curate as the revolutions appear to have 
been so uneven ? 
A — As after events had proved, yes. 
Q— But judging by time as to tho 
position of the ship, it must have been 
purely a matter of luck, wus it not ? 
A— No; calculation. 
Q — Has tho officer of the watch any 
means of ascertaining how many revolu- 
tions 11 ship i* going, on the bridge ? 
A — Not without being Informed; 
Q — Where then in tho indicator?

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SHUFFLING AS USUAL. 

It seems impossible for the Times to 
give a clear straightforward opinion on 
any subject. No matter what interests 
are involved it never loses sight of the 
chances of gaining for the contemptible 
little faction of which it is the organ, po- 
litical capital. It looks at every ques- 
tion through its distorting purty spec- 
tacles, and the consequence is that it 
never sees any subject in its true light 
•nd in its right proportions. Where it is 
in the Constance Cove business it is im- 
possible from its utterances to tell. Its 
article of yesterday evening on that 
subject was evidently written by that 
famous chaructor, Mr. Faeiug-Both- 
Wuya. The object of the writer wus 
clearly to leave the readers in doubt 
whether it is for Victoria or against 
Victoria. But thoro is no mistaking its 
attitude with regard to the Board of 
Trade and The Colonist. Its object is 
to fasten the blame on the Board and 
this paper for an act of the Government 
with which neither of them had any- 
thing more to do than it had with the 
movements of the planet Jupi 
ter. The Ordor-in-C'ounoil setting 
apart Constunce Cove was passed 
and issued and put in force 
before any one in Victoria hail the 
slightest knowledge of what had been 
done. The "kick," us our contempor- 
ary eleguntly designates the vigorous 
and necessury protest of the Board of 
Trade, wus delivered after the power to 
exclude merchant vessels had been ex 
Unded to the Admiral and not before, 
And the name may be said of the com 
ments on the order that appeared in the 
Colonist. But when it lias a point to 
make against an opponent, our contem- 
porary has very little regard for either 
common sonsu or probability. 

In its shuttling article our contempor- 
ary pretends not to know what inter- 
pretation Admiral Heneage puts upon 
the Order in Council. None are so 
blind as those who will not sec. The 
action which the Admiral took with 
regard to the bark George allows very 
• clearly what he considers the extent of 
bis powers and how he intends to exer- 
oisc them. The Times, in the .faco of 
the way in which Capt. Grant's 
vessel was treated a few days ago has 
the assurance to say that "the real 
nature of the order, and the manner in 
which it is proposed to enforce it, have 
still to be divulged." We wonder what 
stronger proof the Times wants of the 
nature of the order and of the way in 
which it is to be enforced than it al- 
ready possesses. It is, when it chooses, 
to be so, a very dull scholar indeed, and 
the plainest and most striking object 
lesson is thrown away upon it. When 
will our contemporary give up shuttling 
and sacrificing interests of the very 
greatest importance for the sake of get- 
ting a chance to have a slap at The 
Colonist? 



of the circumstances which caused the 
meeting to bo held in Victoria its 
readers would not be surprised at the 
wurmth exhibited by some of those 
vho attended it. Thoy would, on the 
contrary, wonder how men who had 
been so badly treated could act and 
speak with such moderation. But the 
News-Advertiser was determined that 
its leaders should not see the truth 
about the meeting held in Westminster, 
should not bo told that the agreement 
that the exhibitions wero to bo held on 
Island and Mainland alternately was 
deliberately broken, and should not be 
informed that the Island representatives, 
when they attempted to speak were 
insultingly denied a hearing We 
iro far from ^blaniing all the people 
on the Mainland for breaking 
faith with the Islanders or for the in- 
tolerance and unfairness of a few noisy 
and unprincipled .people who attended 
the Westminster meeting. We know 
that there are residents on the Main- 
land and in Westminster city who were 
is indignant as any Victorian at the 
unseemly conduct ot the gang who were 
determined to have their own way, no 
matter what means they used to accom- 
plish their purpose. But we cannot 
help feeling contempt for the journalist 
who, knowing all the facts, deliberately 
and for the purpose of making mischief 
a'ud of creating and perpetuating ill- 
feeling misrepresented the motives ot 
the conveners of the Victoria meeting. 
There are times when a suppression of the 
truth is one of the worst and most dan- 
gerous forms of lying. And it is so in 
this case. Not only did the News-Adver- 
tiser suppress the truth but it, with 
malice prepense, gave a false account of 
the oiigin of the meeting. The 
article is from the lirst sentence 
to the lust a series of taunts and gibes 
and sneers intended to annoy the people 
of Victoria and cause them to be hate 
by their neighbors on the Mainland. A 
man of large mind would disdain t< 
descend to such a depth of malice and 
meanness. The author proves himself 
to be narrow-minded and sniall-souled 
and spiteful just as conspicuously as if 
he had his character painted in big cap- 
ital letters on his coat. If he thinks to 
help Vancouver by such silly and un 
principled tirades lie is greatly mistuk 
en. The conclusion that an impartial 
reader would be likely to come to is that 
the writer, despairing of any other 
means of keeping up the credit of the 
place which it is his mission to boom, 
has taken us a last resort to abusing an 
maligning his neighbors. The articli 
propel ly read evinces distrust of, rather 
than confidence in Vancouver. 



A SO IVER OF STRIFE. 

The mischief maker and the sower of 
strife are nuisances in uny community. 
A newspaper that deliberately under- 
takes to spread discord and to create 
jealousy between neighbors deserves the 
contempt of all right-thinking people. 
It is not the function of a daily journal 
to pander to the ugly passions and the 
pitiable weaknesses of those among 
whom it circulates. When it descends 
so low as that it ought to bo an object 
of detestation. It is continually doing 
harm instead of good. Tho News- 
Advertiser has undertaken to create ill- 
will and unncighborly feeling between 
the Island of Vancouver and the Main- 
land. It evidently takes a malignant 
delight in trying to make the people of 
the Island dislike the dwellers on the 
Mainland, und to cause the Mainlanders 
to envy and hate the Islanders. It 
never loses an opportunity of saying 
something disparaging of Victoria and 
of trying to impress upon the inhabit- 
ants of Westminster und Vancouver 
that its citizens are trying to take some 
unfair advantage of them and to treat 
them as if Victoria had a right to lord 
it over its neighbors on the Mainland. 
An articlo in Wednesday's issue of that 
paper is written in this mischief-mak- 
ing discord-sowing spirit. It con- 
tains almost as many misrepre- 
sentations and dishonest suppressions 
of the truth as it does sentences. Its 
subject is the meeting held in this city 
a fow days ugo to organize an independ- 
ent agricultural association. The News- 
Advertiser is altogether silent upon the 
cause of that meeting being held. It 
accounts for its being convened and for 
the action taken by those who attended 
it in tho following strife-provoking sen- 
tences which every ono hero knows are 
as false as thoy are wantonly malicious: 

"As long as the Mainland," says our 
untruthful contemporary; "obediently 
followed the behests of the Island— as 
long as its people voted to let Victoria 
citizens direct tho political, commercial 
•lid social affairs of British Columbia, 
the mainlanders wore sensible people, 
good citizens and much thought of by 
tho 'Capital. But when those living on 
the mainland began to realize that it 
might he judicious in theirown interests 
that they should at least have some 
share in the direction of affairs then 
they fell altogether out of favor with 
Mr. Higgins and those like him who, to 
paraphrase slightly Milton's words, 
think it butter to reign in Victoria than 
to serve on thu mainland," 

This being the kuy-noto, it is easy to 
imagine the strain in which the rest of 
the article ruus. Our contemporary 
•ays not one word about the broach of 
faith which was perpetrated at West- 
minster or tho discourteous and unfuir 
way in which tho representatives of thu 
Island were treated at tho meeting at 
which it was decided where tho next ex- 
hibition is to he hold. If it had given 
auytlnng like a fair and honest account 



had proved itself to be utterly im- 
potont ? 

Thoro is no reason to invent tho 
slander of bargain and sale to account 
for the change that has tuken plo.ee in 
Westminster. Nothing is more natural 
or more creditable to the public spirit 
and the intelligence of those who for- 
merly composed the Opposition in West- 
minster than that thoy should have 
made up their minds to elect a member 
favorable to tho Government which bad 
proved itself capable of administering 
the affairs of the province judiciously 
and fairly. In short, experience had 
proved to them who wore the bust men, 
and they made up their minds to send 
another good man to Victoria to help 
them. 

Tho version which Truth now gives of 
what it did say does not make its slan- 
der in the slightest degree less offensive, 
It repeats the promises which one of thu 
landidates made as to what he would 
thy to do if he were elected, and leaves 
thu reader to infer that these promises 
were too much for the political virtue 
of the electors of Westminster, Liberals 
mil Conservatives. It was offensive 
inough to say that the electors wero 
lought by offers made to them by men 
in authority, but it is still more insult- 
to lead the inhabitants of the prov- 
to believe that the electors of the 
city of Westminster are so credulous as 
well us so corrupt as to be induced to 
vote in opposition to their convictions 
by the glowing promises of a candidate 
for legislative honors— promises, it must 
be remembered, not of what he will do 
ind can do but of what he will try to 
lo. Our contemporary's explanation 
only aggravates its offence. In its first 
article it represented the electors of 
Westminster us being simply corrupt, 
i its next it tries to show that thuy pre 
dldisbly credulous and intensely green 
i well as irredeemably venal. We 
under how the community of West- 
minster likes the character given it by 
The Truth. 



THE OFFENCE AGGRAVATED 

The Truth has evidently discoverec 
that it perpetrated an atrocious blundei 
when it insulted tho whole electorate of 
Westminster city. It does not aeknowl 
e.lge its offence and beg to be forgiven 
as it ought to do, but in school-boy 
fashion it tries to make those whom it 
it traduced believe that it never use< 
the offensive language. It said oi 
Wednesday: "Truth bus not abused 
the honest electors of Now Westmius 
cur." Unfortunately for our conteui 
porary the words it used cannot be blot 
ted out. Thoy remain still in its col 
limns to show that it did its best to leai 
the world to believe that there is not 
an honest elector in Westminster, thu 
thoy are all corrupt and that they, with 
out an exception, sold themselves to the 
Government. This is what it said: 

"New Westminster has decidod that 
it is only a supporter of the Government 
that will be sent to Victoria, believing 
that is the way of securing the help o 
the premier for tho city. That, it 
many words, is the city selling itself. 
It is a deplorable sight to see a man sell 
himself for boodle, but when it coines 
that a whole COMMUNITY of otherwise 
enlightened men OFFERS itself kor 
sale, it is much more pitiable." 

The reader sees that Truth makes no 
exceptions. It says that the "commun- 
ity" offered itself for sale and that is 
why both the candidates are supporters 
of the Government. 

The accusation is, of course, outrage 
oiisly false; but it is the one preferred by 
the Westminster newspaper which has 
chosen to call itself by the sacred name 
of "Truth." The charge is the n 
inexcusable as it applies with peculiar 
force to that part of the electorate whose 
views "Tho Truth" is supposed to ex 
press, and on whose support it is be 
lieved it depends for its existence. I 
was to bo expected that the electors who 
at the general election voted for the 
Government would select a candidate 
favorable to tho Government. In voting 
fur such a candidate they would be act 
iug consistently with the course they 
had formerly pursued. Their views had 
undergone no change. It was the voters 
who at the last election had supporte 
the Opposition candidate that Truth ue 
cused of selling themselves. It- is to 
them that it attributed base motives. 
They were not proof against 
tho offers alleged to have been 
made by the Government cai 
didates, but had sold their principle 
for appropriations for public work 
These electors ought to have been treated 
fairly by their own paper, but instead of 
getting credit from it for acting accord 
ing to their own convictions, they were 
railed at in the most offensive terms 
and told that they hud sold their votes 
Tiie charge of vonnlity could not have 
been made more directly or in stronger 
terms. The reader sees at once that it 
does not apply to the conservative elect 
ors, but that it was directed against 
those who in former elections had voted 
for the Opposition candidate, 

Tho injustice of tho accusation ia ap- 
parent. .Sensible electors who for tho 
past three years havo watched the cur- 
rent of public events must have seen 
how little the Opposition in this pro- 
vinco have done or are capable of doing 
to advance tho welfare of the province. 
It is an imbecile opposition if ever there 
was one. It, is both feeble and factious, 
its objuctions to tho Government policy 
were either deplorably weak or inex- 
cusably unreasonable, It wanted to op- 
pose, but it bad not tho ubility to do so 
with anything liko effectiveness. Ia it 
BUrprialii't; that enlightened voters liko 
those who formerly supported tho Op- 
position in , Westminster should 
havo bocomo greatly disgusted 
and should have made up their 
minds not to stultify thomsolvos by giv- 
ing their support to nn Opposition that
